interpreting said first set of data in order to determine an appropriate first 
therapeutic regimen for said remotely located patient; 

dispensing said first therapeutic regimen to said remotely located patient; 

collecting at least one second set of data from said remotely located 

patient; 

interpreting said at least one second set of data in order to determine the 
appropriateness of continuing or stopping said first therapeutic regimen or altering said 
first therapeutic regimen for said remotely located patient; and 

wherein said first and at least one second interpreting step comprises an 
algorithm located on a computer-readable medium that provides diagnostic, prognostic 
and therapeutic information useful for the management of said HIV-related disease of 
said patient.
